NATIONAL LOTTERY 


We understand that application was lately made to 
Ch J. Marshall, for a writ of error from the Supreme 
Court of the U States toa judgment of one of our 
Superior Courts of Law, against a vender of Wash- 
ington Lottery tickets—and that the chief justice, 
finding that it was the judgment of the highest court 
of law of Virginia, in which a decision of the cause 
could be had, and that the judgment was against a de- 
fence set up under the constitution and a Jaw of the U 
States, allowed the writ of error, as a writ of right, 
under the 25th section of the judicial act of Congress.* 
We are told, that the Chief Justice gave no opinion 
on the merits, and declared he bad none. —T hus the 
cast will go up to the Supreme Court of the U Siates 
for their decision.
